Washington — Although 
there is 


manifest displeasure here that Pan- 
ama should have carried l.^r dispute 
to the league of nations, the incident 
may have a significant bearing on the 
attitude of the United States toward 
the league. 


The friends of the league in the 


United States have always insisted 
that there would be no interference 
•with the special interests of the Uni- 
ted States in this hemisphere; in fact, 
that the covenant 
specifically says 


nothing shall affect "regional under- 
standings like the Monroe Doctrine.' 
If the league takes cognizance- of 
Panama's plea, it will give the oppo- 
nents of the league idea in America 
what they would term vindication of 
their claims. If. on 
the other hand, 


the league refuses to listen to 
Pan- 


ama's plea on the ground that the 
question-is outside the jurisdiction of 
the league of nations, that very ac- 
tion will be used by friends of tho 
league to prove that fears of interfer- 
ence with America's special interests 
were ill-founded., 
INTEREST IN PAN-AMERICA 
The decision is an important one be- 


cauw: lately the league of nations has 
"been showing great interest in the 
welfare of the countries of this hem- 
isphere and he president of the coun- 
cil of the league recently :ected, cc:ne 
from TfiHsuay. This is the third time 
that a president for the council has 
been chosen from Pan-America. 


If the league is to turn a deaf ear to 


al! complaints from Pan-American re- 
publics, membership in the league will 
not be considered worthwhile. On the 
other hand, the discussion of what the 
United States considers as her own 
special interests, will never sit well 
•with the American government. This 
is not the first time a 
complaint 


against the United States has been 
lodged with the league and in every 
case heretofore, the league has side- 
tracked the issue so as to avoid of- 
fending the United States. In view of 
the declaration 
from the department 


of state that the treaty with Panama 
is under consideration 
by congress 


there and that no request for modifi- 
cation has come, the conviction pre- 
vails that the league will choose- to re- 
gard the matter as one solely for the 
United States and Panama to settle by 
the usual diplomatic methods. It is 
thought here that tho plea of Dr. Mor- 
ales was made to Geneva in the hope 
of arousing world-wide opinion and 
perhaps to influence the course of the

struction totaling $171,246 started in 
July, as compared with $130,400 for 
the same month last year, was one of 
seven Wisconsin cities which showed 
a building gain for the month, accord- 
ing to the National Monthly Building 
Survey published by S. W. Straus and 
company.

operations, as the volume for the 
month was nearly 20 per cent below 
that of July last year and 17 per cent 
below June of this year.

! The heckling- of the great powers by the 


', little nations at the assembly meeting of 
;the League of Nations was not long in 
'.bearing fruit. Germany 
came 
forward 


Iwith an announcement by Foreign Min- 
; istcr Strcscmann. in one of the most not- 
|able addresses on international peace yet 
•delivered, that his country would sign 
"the compulsory arbitration clause ot the 
•world court. 
He was supported 
and 


•praised by M. Briand. foreign minister of 
'France, who declared that peace can be 


'• secured only through reduction of arma- 
) ments. 
He made a direct overture to 


J Germany for the maintenance of peace 
Iwith the implied assurance that France 
; would not depart from a determination to 
Adjudicate any and all differences by ar- 
'bitration. M. Briand and Poincare are not 
;in agreement to this extent and his prom- 
ises are not guaranteed by the present 
-French government: nevertheless, as a 
persistent and determined spokesman of 
Tpeace and good will, Briand's influence 
"may yet predominate. 
?. It was to be expected that Great Britain 
^vould not echo these sentiments, in view 
;vof the recent failure of the tripartite naval 
^conference. In fact, Foreign Minister Sir 
'/Austin Chamberlain told the assemblage 
"that Great Britain -would sign no more 
-protocols, indorse no more guarantees, 
•and sponsor no more security pacts. Sir 
-Austin speaks for a ton- government, 
"•which has adoptefl a reactionary arma- 
*ment policy. He is opposed by the Labor- 
lites and the Liberals.. 
There will come 


"a. time when the latter will be in control 
;of the British government, and when that 
"time comes there will be a different inter- 
pretation of foreign policy. We cannot 
•* condemn Great Britain for refusing to 
-guarantee frontiers beyond what she has 
•done in the Locarno treaties, but we can 
•criticize her for throwing cold water on 
^disarmament movements.

Perhaps, after all, the solution of the 


- -problems of disarmament and internation- 


al peace rest with a rapprochement be- 
"tween France and Germany. Such a union 
leven Great Britain could not ignore, and 
'with the moral support of the United 
.States it would undoubtedly pave the way 
"to an extensive reduction in both land 
;and naval forces. There are influences for 
|peace in Europe which are making them- 
'selves felt, and it is perhaps not too much 
•to predict that in the end they will pre- 
•vail.

EXTRA SESSION UNLIKELY 


The probability is there will be no extra 
session of congress. Naturally this was 
one of the first questions the president 
took up for consideration .on his return to 
the capital. His advice from party leaders 
is reported to have been practically a unit 
against calling an extra session. The pres- 
ident all along has preferred not to as- 
semble congress in advance of the regular 
meeting date unless it was absolutely 
necessary. He has wanted to feel it was 
not necessary. 


Members of the house and senate as- 


sure him there will be no difficulty in 
passing flood control legislation and bills 
for tax reduction and farm relief. These, 
of course, are not all of the important 
matters that congress will have before it. 
There is the Muscle Shoals problem still 
unsolved, along with naval construction, 
each of which is a decidedly controver- 
sial subject. If congress disposes of all the 
above legislation before it adjourns for 
the 1928 campaign, it will be a miracle. 


We are inclined to think the real reason 


the Republicans "do not want a special ses- 
sion is because it would mean an addition- 
al month or two of airing the Smith-Vare 
election scandals. That would not be con- 
ducive to party peace of mind nor the 
seating of the senators-elect, which there 
is ever}- reason to believe the leaders are 
prepared to do if they think the political 
reactions will not be too dangerous. 


There are sufficient legislative needs to 


warrant an extra session. 
Better and 


more positive results would be assured by 
additional time. It will, however, be easy 
for the party whips to gloss over Smith- 
Vare scandals and get them out of the 
way, if there is only the regular session, 
on the plea that the time is required for 
flood control, tax and farm bills. Un- 
doubtedly these are the factors that have 
influenced the presidential advisers. It 
'will not. however, suppress the move- 
ment for a special session, which is 
strong, especially in the South and Mid- 
west.

^McCray in his embarrassments under the 
.law. provided McCray would appoint as 
prosecutor of Marion county one McDon- 
ald. McDonald was regarded as a political 
ally of D. C. Stephcnson. former grand 
dragon of the Klan. now serving a 
life 


sentence at Michigan City for murder. 


The charges ar.d relations if substan- 


tiated combine to make one of the great- 
est and worst criminal conspiracies in the 
history o£ American politics. At the bot- 
tom it rests on Klan activities and Klan 
domination of Indiana government. A set 
of men. drunk with power, apparently 
recognized no limit of the extremes to 
•which they might go in maintaining their 
place and in exploiting the people. 
Mr. 


McCray promises to take the stand and 
tell what there is to tell on his relations 
\vith Jackson and the Klan. Stephcnson 
has already made a clean breast of every- 
thing and turned over supporting docu- 
ments and evidence.

cinating than my picture of him. that 
jn fact he was an entirely different 
kind of person than my mental image 
of him. 
I have hda that same experience 


many times since then, but in the 
case of Dr. Vaughan it provided a 
real shock. I was reminded of that 
recently when I read Dr. Vaughan's 
autobiography. "A Doctor's Memor- 
ies." t owhich I devoted another "Ad- 
venture" a few weeks ago. Had that 
book been available at the time when 
I was building up my mental picture 
of Dr. Vaughan 1 would have been 
saved from many mistakes.

Fifty-five delegates were in atten- 


dance at the. convention, and thirty- 
nine of them signed the Constitution. 
Of the other sixteen, a number would 
have signed had they not been called 
home before the close of .the conven- 
tion by illness, pressing family mat- 
ter or urgent business.

The viaduct was ordered built by 


the railroad commission after a long 
fight by the city administration under 
Mayor John Goodland. It was point- 
58 out that the Intersection is a dan- 
gerous one because the highway cros- 
ses both the Chicago and Northwest- 
ern railroad and the interurban street 
car tracks at this point. The propos- 
ed improvement was 
to have been 


paid for jointly by the city and the 
two companies. 


COST IS GREAT 


Several of the aldermen, who are 


opposed to ihe project, have repeated- 
ly sought to have the council take 
up the matter with the railroad com- 
mission to have the plans for the via- 
duct abandoned and the order to build 
revoked. They point out that this 
crossing is no more dangerous than 


any other In the city The great cost 
of the project, which unauthentlc <••• 
tlnmtcH place at from SlOu.OOO »o $130- 
000, without damages to abutting pro- 
perties, is used as an argument 
against the improvement. The con- 
tinued cost of removing snow from 
tho cut and the huge yearly upkeep 
also are cited as reasons why the mat- 
ter should be dropped. 


Alderman Mark Cutlln, one of the 


men who oppose the plan, at a recent 
meeting succeeded

council pass a resolution ordering the
